Flames Discovered in the Basements 
ot Four Tenement Buildings on the 
Upper East Side, and Evidences of 
Incendiarism Are Found by the Po- 
lee—Detectives Detailed to Inves- 


tigate the Case—Citizens Aid in the 


Work of Rescue. 


New York, March 1, 8 a. m.—[Special.]— 
At least three tives were lost tonight in fires 
on the upper Bast Side. Alarms were turned 
in from four different points within a radius 
of a few blocks, and all within a short time. 
The police believe the fires were of incen- 
diary origin. In each case the fire was 


‘started in the cellar of a big tenement house 
‘oecupied by from fifteen to twenty families. 


Many dozens of poor families were driven 
into the street in their night clothes and 
fully forty families lost all of their house- 
hold effects. 

As far as known the three children of Bad- 
ward Friedman of 1601 Third avenue were 
burned. Other inmates of the same building 


“are still missing, however, and it is feared 


the loss of life may be greater. 

So certain were the police that firebugs 
started the fire that Captain Freer of the 
Bast Eighty-eighth Street Station detalled 
a number of detectives to work on the case. 

The first fire started at 11:15 o’clock in the 
cellar of the five-story tenement 1828 Second 


pletely destroyed that building. 

At midnight, while the firemen were still 
battling with the jlames, another fire was 
discovered in the cellar of the five-story tene-. 
ment 1601 Third avenue, the second house 
from the corner of Ninety-fifth street. 

Three alarms had been sent out for the 
Third avenue fire because of its dangerous 
nature, and four alarms had to be sent out to 
get engine companies from far-distant points 
to the Third avenue fire. 

This caused a long delay and the flames got 
under such headway that dozens of the 
sleeping inmates had narrow escapes... A 
large number would have been burned but 
for the rescue work done by citizens and the 


police. 


At 1 a. m., while the firemen were hard at 
work at this fire, two fires were found si- . 
multaneously in the cellars of adjoining 
five-story tenements near One Hundredth 
street. These fires were discovered before 
they had gained headway and prompt inves- 
tigation by the police revealed every * 
dence of incendiarism.

MAKES REPORT ON PURE FOOD. 


Senate Committee Tells Result of In- 
vestigations into Adulteration— 


Suggests Remedies. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—The Senate 
Committee on Manufactures today submit- 
ted a report on the investigation of food and 
drink adulterations. 

. Accompanying the report is a great mass 
of testimony taken in the leading cities ef 
the country. 

The report says: 

“The adulteration of prepared or manu- 
factured foods is extensively practiced and 
in many cases to the great discredit of our 
manufacturers. It is only fair to say, how- 
ever, that a large preportion of the American 
manufacturers who are engaged in adul- 
terating food products do so in order to meet 
competition. 

“It is the purpose of this committee to 
adopt this uniform rule: To prohibit the 
sale of deleterious and unhealthy-food prod- 
ucts; and as to.those food products which 
are simply cheapened by adulterants to com- 
pel the marking of those goods for what they 
are. Deleterious food products should be 
— and the rest thoroughly regu- 
ated. 

There have been two general ways sug- 
gested as to the matter of regulation. First, 
to put the important food products under the 
internal revenue law, as we have in the case 


gress, flour. 
“The other plan to regulate the food 
products is contained in Senate Bill 2,426 


Secretary of Agriculture and provides for the 
establishment of a board which shall fix 
the standards for foods, drinks, and for 
drugs, based on the American pharmacopeclia. 
The strong argument in favor of this plan 


is the fact that it would be cumbersome to 


take all the small articles of food products 
that are now adulterated and allow their 
sophistication or adulteration for the pur- 
poses of cheapening, and require a stamp 
— each of the small packages offered for 
sale. 

The report says the committee has had 
many difficulties to.overcome, and feels that 
in many cases it has not been able to secure 
the absolute truth. That so much knowl- 
edge has been gained, it feels, is due largely 
to Secretary Wilson and Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
chief chemist of the Agricultural depart- 
ment. 

After a detailed explanation with refer- 


gards many specific articles of food or drink, 
and the extent to which they were found free 
from, or guilty of, adulteration, the commit- 
tee takes up the matter of the importation of 
adulterated foods, and says: 

If it is the policy to restrict our citizens 
to the use of pure food, we certainly should 
apply the same rule to foreigners who man- 
ufacture goods to be sold in this country.“ 

The committee gives some glaring in- 
stances of this unwholesome and unjust 
competition which reputable American 
dealers and manufacturers have to meet.

It was rumored during the day, however, 
that Assistant Superintendent Lewis might 
be made an Inspector on the retirement of 
Inspector Shea. Lewis is entitled to go on 
the retired list on an Inspector’s pension, 
$1,400 a year. He can also be put back on 
the force in that rank.
